The general history of money In 
colonial day* was detailed, showing the 
different kind* of currency used at the 
various stages of colonial growth and de- 
velopment. 


At the end of an hour and a half tbe 


speaker had reached the period of tbe war 
of the rebellion and the Issuance of 
greenbacks by the government—n meas- 
ure which he heartily npprovci now. lu 
the discussion of this part of the subject 
"Brick" did not stop to tell how bitterly 
ho opposed tbo greenback then, or to 
speak of the red-hot treason that he 
belched forth at that time. Tho doctrine 
of tho speaker accmed to be that tho 
government should make whatever amount 
of pnper money that may bo needed, to 
give every man what be needi, without 
any regard to a metallic basis, the bills of 
credit issued by the government being 
backed simply by tho Individual wealth 
of tho cltizena of luu country.

down the national bank system clamors 
for the substitution of greenbacks for 
the bank notes. It needs no prophet 
to foretell that this is a delusion and a 
snare. Once do away with the national 
bank notes and the restrictions and 
safeguards which the national legisla- 
tion has thrown around the banking sys- 
tem, and in an incredibly short time 
state banks and private tanks would 
spring up all around and issue notes 
with such a lavish hand that the vol- 
ume of currency would be swelled to an 
extent to satisfy the wildest inflationist. 


A national bank note passes current 


in any and every part of the Union, and 
for the reason that no dishonesty and 
bad management can affect its value. 
The bank which issues it may break, 
but the note is good, standing on the 
solid rook of the Government pledges. 
People do not need to bo very old to 
remember the inconveniences exper- 
ienced before the national bank system 
was enacted. The Western wildcat 
money cannot be forgotten, nor the 
fact that the notes of the banks of more 
than one State in tho North were con- 
stantly quoted in tho money articled of 
the East at a heavy discount. The 
new era of this kind of thing would bo 
infinitely worse than the former. 


Burled Treasure in Huytl. 


Treasure hunters in Hayti are very 


desirous of finding about 130,000,000 
buried by Tuussaint L'Ouverture, the 
negro insurrection leader, toward the 
close of the last century, when he was 
on the point of surrendering to the 
French. He caused the com to oe placed 
in sacks and carried to a place near 
Port-au-Prince in three wagons, guarded 
by ten soldiers. He ordered ten men to 
dig the hole for their reception, and, 
after covering them to return immedi- 
ately with the wagons and escort. After 
thfl work had been accomplished the 
pm-ty returned, but were fired on from 
an ambush by a battalion of soldiers 
under the command of Toussaint him- 
self,

Two other male members of the Lan- 


ing family have been kilter! fir/eft the 
troubles began, and Mrs. Laning, an old 
lady, wife of one of the murdered men 
and mother of the other three, was 
knocked down and brutally outraged by 
several of the Indians, and left for dead 
near her burning house. John Marshall 
was badly wounded in tho back and 
shoulder, and lay concealed in the 
creek willows until the rescuing party 
from Oberlin came up, 
A man, Sted- 


man, was also badly wounded in the 
arm, and a Mr. Wright and Fred. Wal- 
ters are missing, though tho wife and 
children of Walters have been found. 
Some of tho incidents of defense and on 
tho part of tho settlers are very thrill- 
ing. 
II. D, Colum, wife and two little 


girls were in a leg houso in what is 
known as the Robinson Draw, a branch 
on the south sido of tho south fort of 
the Sappa. They were surrounded by 
about twenty Indiana. When the Indians 
were first discovered Colum knocked out 
a port-hole on each sido of his houso, 
and his wife, putting tho little girls un- 
tho bed, took ono port-hole and he the 
other, she with a shot-gun and he a re- 
volver. When an Indian had approach- 
ed close enough Colum fired at h m with 
his revolver, and he returned I he fire 
without effect; and within half im hour 
not an Indian was in sight, and in about 
two hours tho relief party enabled Col- 
urn to load his family into his rragon 
and go to town. At Reefer's ramh, on 
South Fork, a cattle man nantd Lynch 
and one herder, a boy, and Mr?. Keefer 
and seven children were the only occu- 
pants. 
Lynch, when opportunity offer- 


ed, fired and killed or wounded as In- 
dian, and that wa» all the trouble they 
bad there, or «t leapt it was the last of 
the Indians showing themselves. J. J. 
Keefer and W. J. Atwal were returning 
from the north fork of the Sappa to 
Keefer's ranch with a yoke of cattle 
and wagon, and when a few rods from 
the south fork discovered the Indians 
and run their cattle into the creek, and 
taking to the brush and going down the 
creek, notified Mr. Humphrey and Mr. 
IJridlo and family, and lay out in the 
bushes with thorn until after dark. Mrs. 
Laning, 'after bflinff outraged and seeing 
her sons killed and her house burned, 
made her way several miles along tho 
oreek in tho darkness to Reefer's ranch, 
arriving there about midnight in a ter- 
riblo plight. 
Nearly all the settlers 


along tho Sappa have taken refuge in 
Oberlin, and the little town is exerting 
itself to the utmost to care for them. 
They have literally nothing left in the 
wav of teams, clothing or provisions.— 
Their crops arc all gone and their cab- 
ins destroyed. 
Almost every family 


hod some member killed or wounded, or 
escaped only with a loss of all their lit- 
tle propertv. There was not enough 
left m all the little settlement to get a 
coffin for ono of the dead men, and lum- 
ber for that purpose was contributed by 
the good people of Oberlin. All reports 
to-day concur in saying that the troops 
have finally overpowered the Indians 
and scattered them in all directions, and 
it is safe to conjecture that the worst is 
over, and nothing serious is further to 
be apprehended.
